THE GAME LAW. 


Editor Balletin. 

Dear Sir; In last issue of the “Bul- 
letin” there is a paragraph to the ef- 
fect that the game ordinance has been 
amended in 1899, and now reads; “Na 
person shall fire at, hunt, take, or kill 
any kind of wild duck, snipe or sand- 
giper between the fiftb day of May and 
the twenty-third day of August of 
any year.” 

Now Mr. Editor I beg space in your 
paper to show that this law is iniquit- 
ous to the sportsmen of this district. 

Our spring shooting usualiy begins 
in the latter end of April and accord- 
ing to the ordirance as revised we have 
about five or six days open. 

Many sportsmen here, would like to 
know the names of the committee whd 
framed such an ordinance, surely noit 
western men, 

No true sportsmen wishes to shoot 
game out of season. It is well known 
that ducks breed in the country and 
no man who has the Jeast spark of 
a sportsman in him wishes to kill birds 
during the breeding seusop, but | con- 
sider that the fifth day of May is a 
little bit too euriy, in fact, we might 
as well have no spring shooting. 

It is well known to sportsmen in this 
district that there is nu spring shoot- 
ing until the end of April, and the 
spring season commences about the 
end of May, therefore for whom are 
we saving the ducks? For the fall 
shooting ¢ Ob, No, just as the shoot- 
ing is at its best and birds are coming 
in from the north we have a cold snap 
and presto they are gone where? 
South; and the'n we — id ip some sport- 
ing gaper that Mr. Gamehog with his 
gunning yunt has bagged some hun- 
dreds of ducks in one day. Can that 
be called sport? No. consider that 
the man who goes out with his 10 or 
12 bore and kills his 8 or 10 couple has, 
or ought to have, some consideration 
at the hands of our legislature. 

Why should the rot hunter be con- 
sidered before the true sportsman 
whose aim is not to kill off the featn- 
ered tribe wholesale, but to bave a lit- 
tle wholesome and health giving exer- 
cise, not for the sake of what he may 
bring to bag, put for the sheer Jove 
of sport in the most legitimate form. 

Thankiag you for your space td ven- 
tilate the hardshig: and trusting our 
lawmakers may think and give the 
game crdina»ce a second consideration.

THE SEED OAT FAKE. 

Investigation by the board of trade 
into the report of the non-germinat- 
ing qualities of seed oats shigped from 
Edmonton, goes to prove that the tests 
were not tests of seed, oais at all, in- 
asmuch as the oats tested were not 
of the seed variety, and had only been 
shipped out as feed. The board has 
ascertained the fact thait not a single 
shipment of seed oats was made by any 
Edmonton dealer to any dealer in 
Manitoba or at anly other point. Con- 


sequently the alleged tests, which were 
made—as the report stated—from sam- 
gles obtaiaed irom Manitoba dealers, 
were made from feed and not from seed 
grain. The eastern grain men hadan 
orportunity to purcbase first class seed 
grain here, but preferred to pay a lit- 
tle less and buy the feed variely. If 
the report of the tests is Lo be believed, 
they afterwards passed these oats off 
as seed grain. The public may, there- 
fore, draw their own corclusions. Local 
grain dealers did shig: some: four car- 
loads of seed oats zeast, but they were 
sent direct to farmers, and no com- 
plaint of their germinating qualities 
has been made. There are in) Edmon- 
ton thousand of bushels of seed oats 
stored, having been bought by ihe 
Gealers especially for the purposes of 
seed, and these oats, as tests have pro- 
ven, germinate well and are of first 
class quality for seed. One test made 
here, of oats held by, the Deering Co. 
for seed, germinated at 85 per cent for 
one test and 80 per cent for another. 
Of a sample sent by the Brackman-Ker 
company Strathcona to Prof. Saun- 
ders, director of experimental farms, 
Ottawa, 81 per cent germinated, the 
result being received just a few days 
ago. 

All this but proves bow unreliable 
were the former tests reported and 
bow unfair they were to the district 


in which the oats were grown. 
The board of traae has for- 
warded «the facts above stated 


to the minister of agriculture, Regina; 
the minister of agriculture of the 
Manitoba government, the department 
of interior, and others interested, and 
it is hoped that the papers which gave 
publicity to the first misleading re- 
ports will give a like publicity to this 
explanation and refutation. 

In conclusion, it would be well, as 
Stated some time ago, for farmers io 
test their own seed before sowing, for, 
while much of the grain in the district 
is fit for seed, undoubtedly some of the 
lower grades do not germinate as well 
as would be desirable. As an oat crop 
failure would be a calamity of incal- 
culable extent, grain growers, in their 
own interests should see that the grain 
they sow is sound.
